Asst. Chief Jim Quedenfold of the Antioch 
Fire Dept/ Fire Prevention Bureau would 
like to give the following advice to the people 
of the_Antioch area who have.purchased or 
: are about to purchase kerosene heaters for. 
emergency heat in their home. , 

When purchasing the heater, be sure it has 
a U.L. label. Make sure it has an automatic 
shut-off in. case it is jarred or tipped over, 
and make sure it has a grill that will prevent 
contact with the burner area. 

Once you have a heater, use it correctly. 
Always fill the heater out-of-doors, using 
only high grade, . water clear, kerosene. 
Cheap grades of kerosene contain impurities 
that can hurt -the heater's performance and 
could cause dizziness or nausea. NEVER use 
gasoline. 

Never store the kerosene in the house, and 
never fill the heater all the way to the top 
because if the fuel is cold it will expand as it 
. warms up and could leak out of the neater. 

Always keep the heater a safe distance 
from all combustable surfaces. Three feet is 
a good working distance. ALWAYS provide 
proper ~ ventilation. Remember, these 



The Consumer Product Safety Commission 
recommends at least one square inch of vent 
area to the outdoors for every 1,000 BTUs of 
heat your heater can produce per hour. Some 
makers of the heaters suggest that you open 
a window or door to air out the room every 
few hours. This ventilation of the heater is 
very important. 

An item of fire safety concern to the An- 
tioch Fire Depti. is- the use and care of wood- 
burning stoves. A list of safety items- that.the, 
fire department hopes that the citizens will 
take notice _of are: install stoves away from 
combustible material; • install; the' chimney 
pipe in the proper manner so that.it does not 
come in contact with any v combustible 
material and it also should have an air space 
between the pipe and the combustible
